WASHINGTON (API-Repu b­ 
lican presidential 
h ope f u l 
George Romney said today it 
wou ld be u nwise to stop the 
bombing of North Vietnam with­ 
ou t knowing whether the halt 
wou ld bring some “worthwhile 
resu lt.” 
Thu s the Michigan gov ernor 
appeared to differ with another 
GOP presidential pc^ibility . 
Sen. Charles H. Percy of Illi­ 
nois, who proposed ov er the 
weekend that President John­ 
son or d e r periodic, u nan­ 
nou nced halts in the bombing 
to test Commu nist willingness 
to negotiate. 
Romney dealt with Vietnam 
and his political hopes as he 
opened his first week as a for­ 
mally annou nced candidate for 
th e Repu blican presidential 
nomination. He threw his hat 
into the ring with a .speech in 
Detroit Satu rday . 
In preparation for his tou r 
abroad nex t month Romney 
came to the State Department 
Monday morning for a briefing 
by 
assistant 
secretaries 
of 
state. 
Earlier Romney was inter­ 
v iewed on NBC’s “T od a y ” 
show, where he ex pressed belief 
that to stop the bombing of 
North Vietnam withou t “know­ 
ing” it cou ld lead to some 
worthwhile resu lt “wou ld not 
be a v ery wise thing to do.” 
As for the domestic scene, 
Romney contended “We’re in a 
fiscal mess.” He said he wou ld 
not fav or aa tax increase with­ 
ou t spending controls. 
Romney said he wou ld bring 
abou t redu ctions in spending by 
cu tting space, highway , beau ti­ 
fication and other pgograms 
“not as essential as others.” 
Romney , who declared his 
candidacy for the Repu blican 
presidential nomination Satu r­ 
day with a pledge to lead this 
cou ntry ou t of the Vietnam war, 
said Su nday that neu tralizing 
Vietnam is “the most promising 
alternativ e” to the nation’s cu r­ 
rent policy . 


“Neu tralization is a specific 
alternativ e. It deserv es v ery 
carefu l stu dy ,” declared Rom­ 
ney , the first major figu re in ei­ 
ther party to declare his inten­ 
tions to seek the presidential 
nomination. 
Romney spoke Su nday on the 
CBS telev ision program, “Face 
the Nation.” The program was 
taped Satu rday . 
He charged President Johnson 
with u sing a “ping pong” strate­ 
gy in Vietnam, escalating the 
war a little, calling for peace, 
then escalating the war again. 
The cu rrent administration 
leads the American people to­ 
ward “a mou ntain of false hope 
only to fall back in the crev ice 
of sickening reality ,” the one­ 
time president of American Mo­ 
tors charged.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Federal Reserv e Board’s dis­ 
cou nt rate mov ed u p a notch to­ 
day in what officials described 
^ an effort to protect the dollar 
in the wake of the British pou nd 
dev alu ation. 
The rise from 4 to 4 Vi per cent 
is identical to one pu t into effect 
on Dec. 5,1965, bu t that was for 
a different reason-to stem in­ 
flation. It triggered a y ear of 
tight mon^. 
This time, howev er, the mov e 
is designed to prev ent a heav y 
flow of dollars ov erseas in 
, search of higher interest rates. 
It’s ex pected to hav e little 
immediate effect on consu mer 
interest rates in this cou ntry . 
When it dev alu ed the pou nd 
on Satu rday from $2.80 to $2.4 0, 
Britain also raised its discou nt 
rate from 6 Vz to 8 per cent. 
The U.S. discou nt rate is the 
interest commercial banks mu st 
pay the Federal Reserv e for 
money they borrow from the 
sy stem. Other rates are pegged 
u pward from it. 
In this case, howev er, the 
board is bringing its rate more 
in line with interest rates else­ 
where in the world economy 
rather 
than 
tracking 
new 
grou nd. 
Interest rates generally are at 
their highest lev el in almost half 
a centu ry . 
Bu t some officials said the 
higher discou nt cou ld tend in 
the long ru n toward an increase 
in rates consu mers pay for 
loans. In this connection it cou ld 
hav e an anti-inflationary effect 
bu t officials emphasized that 
wou ld be only a side effect. 
The Federal Reserv e acted at 
an emergen^ Satu rday night 
meeting and its decision was an­ 
nou nced Su nday . 
There was no immediate reac­ 
tion from the White Hou se. 
A statement by Treasu ry Sec­ 
retary Henry H. Fowler said 
nothing abou t the discou nt rate 
and mentioned worldwide coop­ 
eration to help the British. He 
ex pressed confidence the United 
Kingdom wou ld achiev e its ob­ 
jectiv e of improv ed competition 
in world markets.

The British dev alu ation of the 
pou nd Satu rday night—a 14.3 
per cent redu ction from $2.80 to 
$2.4 0—is a complex internation­ 
al financial mov e. Bu t its im­ 
pact on bu y ers and sellers in 
other nations and in England 
will be easy to feel. 
The dev alu ation is an attempt 
by the British gov ernment to 
improv e its balance of trade— 
the amou nt of goods it imports 
compared to the amou nt it ex ­ 
ports, At the present time Brit­ 
ain imports more than it ex ­ 
ports. 
Dev alu ation 
will 
do 
two 
things: It will lower the cost of 
British goods on world markets 
which the British gov ernment 
hopes will cau se people to bu y 
more British goods and bring 
more money into England. It 
will also make it more ex pen­ 
siv e for British citizens to bu y 
imported goods. This will hav e 
the effect of keeping England’s 
money at home. 
The net effect, the British 
gov ernment hopes, will be to 
improv e its balance of trade. 
Britain took another step to 
strengthen its economy that is 
complex —bu t again, its effect 
will be easy to feel. 
The gov ernment increased the 
Bank of England’s discou nt rate 
from 6Vz per cent to 8 per cent. 
As a resu lt of the increased 
rate a man who has money to 
inv est can earn a higher inter­ 
est rate in England. This action, 
Britain hopes, will attract for­ 
eign money into England. 
The U.S. Federal Reserv e 
Board increased its discou nt 
rate a half per cent to 4¥ z per 
cent to keep U.S. money from 
flowing into England at too fast 
a pace.

—A patient whose heart can­ 
not b e restored to normal pulse 
when taken off a heart-lung ma­ 
chine during open-heart sur­ 
gery. 
—Children b orn with heart de­ 
fects for which there is no cor­ 
rective surgery or treatment. 
The ideal donor would b e a 
relatively youn^ person dying of 
causes unconnected with heart 
disease. 
Shum way said the ideal donor 
and ideal recipient have not 
b een patients in the center at 
the identical time, although pa­ 
tients of b oth types have b een 
treated there recently. 
Experiments have shown that' 
if the heart is removed from the 
donor within a half-hour after 
death, the organ suffers no 
damage from lack of oxygen. 
The time span can b e length­ 
ened somewhat if the heart is 
immersed in cold salt water. 
This limits heart transplanta­ 
tion attempts at present to 
emergency situations in which 
b oth donor and recipient are 
immediately availab le.

Health Crisis W arning 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
presidential commission warned 
today a national health crisis 
may “b e upon us now or just 
around the corner.” 
Already, it said, the system of 
caring for America’s health is 
in a state of crisis, with costs 
rising far faster than living ex­ 
penses and gaj» apparent in the 
quality and distrib ution of serv­ 
ices. 
The commission questioned 
whether the country is getting 
its money’s worth from the in­ 
creasing b illions going into 
health care since there has b een 
only a small gain in life expwt- 
ancy. It suggested health might 
b e improved more b y compara­ 
b le expenditures in such areas 
as sanitation, education and b et­ 
ter housing. 
Among more than 50 cura­ 
tives for current prob lems, the 
commission prescrib ed: 
—For doctors, dentists and 
other professionals: Periodic 
examinations for renewal of 
their licenses as a prod to keep 
up their skills and knowledge 
and to discourage “unnecessary 
or overly expensive tests and 
treatments” on the part of 
some. The commission listed re­ 
views b y peers or associates as 
one of its most important re­ 
commendations. 


—For hospitals: Financial re­ 
wards for efficiency and quality 
care so the b etter ones might 
expand and prosper and the 
worse ones go out of b usiness. 
—Federal financial help to 
medical and dental schools to 


improve quality and expand en­ 
rollment. Loans to students cov­ 
ering full tuition and living 
costs, repayab le over a period 
of years or in two years’ time 
given to a national service other 
than Selective Service.

Field reports told of three 
clashes within 8 00 yards of each 
other. 
The North Vietnamese broke 
contact after seven hours under 
a heavy bombardment ^ U. S. 
fighter-bombers and artillery. 
Elsewhere in the area, two U. 
S. 4th Infantry Division compa­ 
nies fought four miles south of 
Dak To and the South Viet­ 
namese reported a victory Sat­ 
urday on Hill 1416, five miles 
northeast of tl^ Dak To airstrip. 
The 4th Division reported 
three U.S. infantrymen and sev­ 
en North Vietnamese soldiers 
killed and 12 Americans wound­ 
ed. The South Vietnamese said 
their paratroopers and U.S. 
planes killed 390 North Viet­ 
namese regulars on Hill 1416. 
With the U.S. Command re­ 
porting 
8 68 enemy soldiers 
killed in the Dak To campaign, 
this brought the claimed total of 
Communist dead to more than 
1 , ^ in the campaign. Ameri­ 
can casualties of 197 killed and 
750 wounded have been report­ 
ed, while the batUe for Hill 1416 
cost the South Vietnamese 32 
killed and 153 wounded. 
Communist gunners on Sun­ 
day shot down five U. S. heli­ 
copters, but all were recovered 
intact. 
Eight-engine B52 bombers 
went after suspected enemy po­ 
sitions 14 to 17 miles southwest 
of Dak To, near the area of the 
American paratroopers’ battle, 
in four raids Sunday night and 
today. 


The northern air war’s new 
targets Sunday were a concrete 
production plant six miles west- 
northwest of Hanoi and the 
Thuy Phuong barge yard and 
transshipment point one mile 
farther on. 


U. S. pilots said heavy ground 
defenses prevented them from 
assessing bomb damage, but 
they reported “good target cov­ 
erage” at the concrete plant 
and said at least two strings of 
758 -pound bombs fell across the 
boatyard. 


The losses of two Air Force 
F105 Thunderchiefs and-two 
Navy F4 Phantoms brought to 
749 the number of acknowledged 
U.S. combat losses over the 
North. The four planes carried 
six crewmen, all of whom are 
missing.

Keep Ice Off Sidewalks 
During winter snows many 
people ask is there some way 
to prevent ice from forming 
on concrete walks and steps. 
Electric heat cables can be 
installed in concrete steps and 
walks to eliminate or t ^ e off 
ice that has formed. Electric 
heat cable is ordinarily used to 
warm 
floors 
in 
farrowing 
houses. For steps and walks the 
cable should be bought in a 
length that will fit the structural 
job. Such cable should never be 
lengthened 
by 
splicing 
or 
shortened. 
Imbed the cable 2 inches 
below the surface of the walk or 
steps. 
Probably 
the 
least 
amount to use is one loop per 
step and the maximum amount 
to be used would be to space the 
• cable only 2 inches apart. 
Reinforce the concrete so no 
cracking will occur because this 
would 
damage 
the 
cable. 
Information

helpful in doing this work is 
contained in a leaflet, “ Electric 
Heat for Brooding Pigs.” You 
may secure a copy at your 
University Extension Center. 
Hold or Sell 
With soybean harvest in full 
swing or completed on some 
farms this question may be a 
little late but many farmers are 
asking if they should sell their 
soybeans, or store them and 
take the loan. 
Prices to farmers are now 
down 
or below to support 
levels. Prices should climb to 
above loan after the first of the 
year. The extent of the decline 
depends upon the amount of 
pressure farmers put on the 
market at harvest time.

Borrowed Capital 
Today’s farm managers are 


using more borrowed money 
than ever before, as they make 
their farms larger and more 
productive. 
The 
total 
farm 
debt 
in 
agriculture has increased five 
times in the last 11 years. Last 
year’s farm debt amounted to 
17 per cent of the value of farm 
assets. In 1945 , they amounted 
to almost 19 per cent of the 
value of assets. 
It seems that everybody is 
doing it! Over two-thirds of all 
commercial 
farmers 
in 
the 
United States use some of 
credit, either to purchase land, 
livestock, and machinery or for 
annual operating expenses. 
About half of the farm debt is 
secured by farm real estate. 
These real estate loans range up 
to 30 years in length. They are 
used chiefly for financing land 
purchases, buildings or other 
real estate improvements, such 
as 
land 
leveling, 
drainage, 
irrigation or terracing. 
Non-real 
estate 
loans 
are 
ususally to be repaid within a 
year or up to five years and are 
for financing purchases of feed, 
fertilizer, livestock, machinery 
and other production inputs. 
Private individuals are the 
No. 1 source of real estate 
credit. They provided 40 per 
cent of the total last year. 
Life insurance companies and 
the federal land banks each 
provided another 20 per cent of 
the real estate debt. 
Now, as to the sources for 
n on -real 
e sta te 
c r e d it, 
merchants, dealers and other 
individuals provided about 42 
per cent of the non-real estate 
credit last year. Close behind 
w ere 
co m m ercial 
banks 
providing 40 per cent. The 
remaining non-real estate credit 
was provided by production 
credit 
associations 
and 
the 
Farmers Home Administration. 
Some farm managers could 
increase their net income by 
making good use of additional 
borrowed capital, other farm 
managers already have as much 
debt commitment as they can 
safely handle. 
Box Elder Bug 
Although these insects are 
annoying in the fall, they do no 
real damage to the home or 
furniture. They try to get into 
the house to find a place to 
liibemate during the winter. 
Stuff cotton in sash cord 
channels 
and 
use 
calking 
compound 
to fill in cracks 
around doors and windows and 
all other openings large enough 
for a box elder bug to go 
through. 
Rake leaves and grass away 
from a strip 10 feet wide around 
the house. When bugs gather 
outside the house, spray them 
with 2 per cent chlordane, 5 per 
cent DDT, or 0.5 per cent 
dieldrin spray. When possible 
direct the spray on the bugs. 
Repeat as necessary when more 
bugs move in. 
Those that get inside the 
house can be killed by using a 
sp ace-tj^ spray 
or aerosol 
containing 
pyrethrin 
plus 
a 
synergist. 
These are black bugs with 
wings and red stripe.

Increased corn yields and more efficient use of harvesting equipment are the results of 
properly applied pre-emergent weed killers. The middle rows of corn were treated imme­ 
diately after the corn was planted. The rows on either side were not. Under favorable 
conditions, one application of pre-emergent weed killers will last all season, killing most 
annual weeds.

NEW YORK (AP) - Six 
members of a new government 
committee assigned 
to 
find 
ways of helping smokers quit, 
and stopping others from taking 
up cigarettes, say they had the 
habit, and kicked it. 
Their five colleagues never 
developed the taste. 
One of the reformed smokers 
is Dr. Kimball Wiles, dean of 
the 
University 
of 
Florida’s 
School of Education. He says 
quitting is easy—he has done it 
frequently. 
Another who gave up the hab­ 
it is Dr. Leonard M. Schuman, 
professor of epidemiology at the 
University of Minnesota. And he 
did it after smoking cigarettes 
for 36 years. 
The committee was appointed 
Nov. 2 by Dr. William H. Stew­ 
art, surgeon general of the U.S. 
Public Health Serrvice. He said 
that “ despite the general aware­ 
ness of the health hazards of 
smoking cigarettes 42 per cent 
of our adult population contin­ 
ues to smoke.” 
“ Additional steps must be tak­ 
en to stem the rising tide of ear­ 
ly deaths and disabilities asso­ 
ciated with smoking’’ said Stew­ 
art. “ I will ask the task force to 
recommend such steps.” 
The Public Health Service 
contends there is a link between 
smoking cigarettes and disease, 
especially 
lung 
cancer 
and 
heart ailments. The tobacco in­ 
dustry 
insists 
that 
research 
doesn’t prove any connection. 
The only woman member of 
the committee is Jennelle V. 
Moorhead, professor of health 
education at the University of 
Oregon. 
“ I once tried when it was con­ 
sidered chic for women to 
smoke,” she says. “ But I didn’t 
like it and I couldn’t see any 
point in doing something just 
because it was in vogue.” 
Dr. George Jam es, dean of 
the Mount Sinai School of Medi­ 
cine in New York City, recalls 
tliat he quit cigarettes at pre­ 
cisely 1 a.m. on Oct. 9,195 1. 
“ I had had a long day and had 
smoked about three packs when 
I decided I’d had it,” says 
Jam es, who is 51 and a former 
New York City health commis­ 
sioner. 
“ I had been smoking two 
packs a day for 10 years. I was 
convinced when I quit that there 
was enough evidence to incrimi-

“ I have quit a number of 
times, going through a period of 
smoking and quitting,” he ad­ 
mits. “ I quit finally about a 
year ago. The real pressure for 
me has not been lung cancer re­ 
ports but reports telling how 
smoking shortens your life in 
other ways.” 
Schuman was a member of 
the original surgeon general’s 
Advisory Committee on Smok­ 
ing and Health. He quit cold on 
cigarettes Jan. 13,1964, the day 
after the committee’s first re­ 
port on smoking hazards. 
“ I felt a moral obligation to 
quit, since I was a party to the 
report,” he says. “ I thought it 
might be a tough fight, but ap­ 
parently my motivation was 
strong enough so it was rather 
ea:^. I never had a yen to go 
back.’’ 
Emerson Foote, a retired ad­ 
vertising man, now 60, knocked 
off in 195 9. 
“ As a director of the Ameri­ 
can Cancer Society I didn’t 
think it a very good idea to 
smoke,” he says. He found quit­ 
ting easy. “ I guess I was just 
lucky.” 
Dr. Daniel Horn, director of 
public health services of the Na­ 
tional Clearing House for Smok­ 
ing and Health, is 51 and gave 
up cigarettes in 195 3. He says he 
had no withdrawal pangs. He 
switched to a pipe. 
Dr. George M. Beal, professor 
of sociology at the University of 
Iowa, began using cigarettes in 
1945 . 
“ I was a fairly heavy smoker 
until four years ago, when some 
of the evidence began to pile up 
and my wife put a lot of pres­ 
sure on me,” he says. 
“ I honestly had very little 
trouble giving it up. I substitut­ 
ed a pipe and on the basis of 
present data a pipe is still fairly 
safe.”

Ex' Aide of Goldivater 
Turns Into Sculptor 


Golden Nuggets 
Taken By Thief 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Barry 
Goldwater’s former speechwrit- 
er has become a sculptor, and 
his old b o « was his first cus­ 
tomer. 
Karl Hess, who wrote cam­ 
paign s p ^ h ^ during Goldwa­ 
ter’s futile bid for the presiden­ 
cy, is turning out abstract metal 
sculpture in a cluttered apart­ 
ment four blocks from the White 
House he didn’t help win. 
He welds his steel sculpture 
together in the bathtub, where 
there’s a minimum of fire haz­ 
ard. 
Hess is having his first show 
Tuesday at The Gallery in 
Georgetown, and the prices, $75 
to $1,5 00 for each piece, might 
raise a conservative ^ebrow . 
Goldwater got his order in 
early, and Hess is shipping to 
Phoenix, Ariz., a foot-lugh piece 
composed 
of steel 
triangles 
welded together. 
He calls it “ Triangle Times 
Five,” and figures the price at 
about $15 0. 
As Hess tells it, his new ca­ 
reer began with a motorcycle 
wreck. 
After Goldwater’s landslide 
defeat in 1964, Hess went back 
to his writing, tried his hand at 
motorcycle racing, wrecked two 
motorcycles, and took up weld­ 
ing so he could fix them.

that well by accident, why not 
try doing it on purpose,” Hess 
said.

It wo uld reliev e the pressure 
in urban and suburban v o ting districts 
where lo ng , slo w-mo v ing lines o ften 
disco urag e v o ters fro m ev en making the 
attempt to v o te. It wo uld end the attitude 
that v o ting is an unpleasant cho re to be 
squeezed so meho w into a busy day o f 
no rmal activ ities.” 
In all states, he no tes. Electio n Day falls 
o n a wo rking day , and in 20 states there are 
no requirements that emplo y es be g iv en 
time o ff to v o te.

and fo r tho se who wo rk late they o ften 
clo se to o early .

LBJ Ro lls With Critics’ Punches

WASHINGTON—As Ly ndon Johnson this week 
finishes his fourth y ear as President of the United 
States, 
he 
has 
become 
philosophical 
about 
unpopularity , confident about history . 
His recent q uotation 
from Lincoln at Prime 
Minister Sato’s dinner—“I am here, I must do the 
best I can, and bear the responsibility of taking the 
course which I feel I oug ht to take”—reflects this 
new philosophy . 
His reading in the evening reflects it also. The 
boíAs that line the White House shelves have 
chang ed. The dusty volumes on Admiral Mahon’s 
naval strateg y , left over from the day s of FDR, have 
g one, replaced by books on Georg e Washing ton and 
Abraham Lincoln, and four volumes by Josephus 
Daniels on the Wilson era. 
The 
President 
has 
even 
become 
more 
philosophical about the press. He still is sensitive to 
criticism, but far less so than Kennedy or 
Eisenhower or even Franklin Roosevelt. No long er 
does he arg ue with newspapermen as he did during 
his first two y ears in office. 
The President reads the criticism, reads the polls, 
but is willing to await the final judg ment of history . 
There was a time when Johnson seriously 
considered the q uestion of not running ag ain. This 
was approx imately a y ear ag o, just after his g all 
bladder operation, when he was depressed both by 
his health and by the ex it of his favorite staff 
member. Bill Moy ers. 
Actually he is still reserving judg ment as to 
whether he’ll run, and this fall replied to a private, 
point-blank q u^tion: “I’m g oing to cross that 
bridg e when I come to it, and I haven’t come to it 
y et.” 
Nevertheless, sig ns are clearly discernible, to 
those who know the President, that he has just 
about made up his mind. 


—BOLSTERED MORALE- 
He came back trom me recent tour of military 
bases with his morale considerably bolstered. The 
trip was g ood for the servicemen ne visited, and it 
was also g ood for him. 
The President enjoy ed particularly talking to Maj. 
Gen. John M. Wrig ht, Jr., commander of the U.S. 
infantry center at Fort Benning , a veteran of the 
Korean War and of Correg idor. Referring to those 
past wars, Gen. Wrig ht added: “I have never seen 
men in such g ood shape as they are today . I’d like to 
think that I was responsible, but I don’t think that’s 
the case. Our men are better. They receive better 
training , and they ’re doing a better job.” 
LBJ also g ot a kick out of the briefing g iven him 
by Col. Lamar A. Welch, in charg e of paratroop 
training , who ex plained how some men came rig ht 
up to the door of the plane ready to jump and then 
froze. 
“This is a job where we don’t compel men to 
jump,” ex plained Col. Welch. “If they can’t jump, 
we just sent them on back to another job in the 
Army . In the last war we g ot 4 0 per cent of our men 
trained to jump. The others had to g o back to other

The President also enjoy ed his visit to the U.S.S. 
Enterprise, larg est American warship afloat and the 
only nuclear-powered carrier. It had just returned 
from the Gulf of Tonkin, and he joined it off San 
Dieg o. 
The President was g iven a room almost as big as 
his bedroom in the White House, and he play ed host 
at dinner. He insisted that enlisted men be broug ht 
in, along with the officers, as his g uests, including a 
mechanic from Comfort. Tex as. 
When he was a y oung cong ressman, Ly ndon 
Johnson enlisted in the Navy in World War II and 
spent some time in the South Pacific. But he never 
served on a carrier, so g ot a thrill from watching 
fig hter planes land on the Enterprise’s flig ht deck 
with machine-like precision. 
“Most of us nearly alway s make some mistakes,” 
he told a friend afterward, “But those pilots came in 
on the deck without ever making a mistake. There’s 
a trig g er mechanism that catches them and slows 
their speed when they land, and about one out of ten 
is ex pected to miss the trig g er. That’s about par for 
the couse. However, only one missed the trig g er 
when I was there, and he flew around easily and 
came back ag ain.” 
Only one incident marred the President’s trip. At 
Camp Pendleton, the g iant Marine Corps base 
outside San Dieg o, a member of the honor g uard, 
suffering from fatig ue, collapsed. It was ex plained 
that when a man stands at attention too long the 
circulation stops in his leg s. 
“Elvery body felt sorry for him,” remarked the 
Commander-In-Chief afterward. “I did too. But 
sometimes I wish somebody felt sorry for me.” 
One particular aspect of the armed forces training 
in which the President took pride was that of 
rejected draftees. Three y ears ag o he took Sen. 
Richard Russell, D-Ga., chairman of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, down to Tex as and 
persuaded him to g o along with a plan of taking men 
rejected because of sub-standard phy siq ue" and 
training them up to par. Sen. Russell went along 
with an ex perimental prog ram involving 12,000 draft 
rejects the first y ear. They did so well that 49,000 
have been taken on this y ear. Nex t y ear will see 
100,000 rejects trained by the Army , Navy and Air 
Force. 
The President was hig hly pleased with the results. 
He noted that when a boy g ets the rig ht kind of food 
he fills out phy sically —wliich does something to his 
char^'ter. One officer told the President that he 
had just picked 12 candidates for officer training , 
and all of them had been draft rejects. 
So Ly ndon Johnson, onetime y oung Tex as school 
teacher, now President of the United States, g ot 
some satisfaction out of the fact that even if the war 
is unpopular, even thoug h his polls are down, even 
thoug h he will face a very toug h reelection battle, at 
least he is helping train American y outh for the 
future. 


Re a ga n Unhurt Politic a lly 
In Cla s h Ov e r Fire d Aide s

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
An NEA telephone survey of a sizable sample of Republican 
party leaders across the country discloses that Gov. Ronald 
Reag an of California is in no serious trouble over charg es he 
lied about the reasons for firing two of his aides. 
In Portland, Ore., the g overnor denied for the second time 
in two weeks that the men were dismissed on g rounds they 
were homosex uals. 
Several political reporters have said flatly that Reag an’s 
press secretary , Ly n Nofzig er, volunteered this information to 
them when asked why the two men were discharg ed in Au­ 
g ust. On Oct. 31, Nofzig er denied making such statements. In 
Oreg on on Nov. 10, he simply said: “I’m not say ing any thing 
about that.” 
Wherever the truth lies, Reag an does not appear to be suf­ 
fering politically in those areas of the country where his 
potential as a 
GOP presidential prospect is thoug ht to be 
g reatest—the West, the Middle West and the South. 
A leading southern Republican professional say s: 
“The thing hasn’t scratched Reag an up here even five 
minutes’ worth.” 
A mountain state g overnor: 
“It’s been just like a rock dropped down a deep well. There 
is no talk of it here.” 
Two other western g overnors ag reed. The reaction among 
leaders in the other reg ions checked was g enerally the same. 
This reporter deliberately refrained from q uestioning mod­ 
erates who mig ht be looking for new reasons to downg rade 
Reag an’s candidacy . 
Here and there, however, moderate sentiments were acci­ 
dentally encountered and, as would be ex pected, these indi­ 
viduals tended to make more of the issue than conservatives 
are doing . 
A moderate southerner thoug ht Reag an’s handling of the 
matter was “the first chink in his armor,” a serious error in 
judg ment which in time could reflect badly on the Californian. 
A westerner of similar stripe thoug ht the affair put some 
spots on “Mr. White Knig ht” and mig ht, in the end, convert 
him from every body ’s g ood friend to “villain on the late 
show.” 
Nothing even remotely like this was heard from conserva­ 
tives who either prefer Reag an now for the presidency or 
could support him if their first choice, Richard Nix on, fails 
in the early 1968 voting tests. 
The most surprising thing about NEA’s inq uiry was how 
little real knowledg e of the affair seemed to have made its 
way around the political circuit in many of the states checked. 
Some political fig ures were unaware that Nofzig er had told 
reporters any thing about the case. These politicians saw it 
as a confrontation between Reag an and columnist Drew 
Pearson, who broke the first detailed story on the issue. 
Looking only at that collision, one midwestern leader said: 
“I think Reag an held up his end of it.” 
In the end, the conclusion has to be that nothing much was 
chang ed, ex cept that moderates who already disapprove of 
the California g overnor believe they have one more reason 
for not supporting him if a 1968 tide should start to move his 
way . 
Whether this new arg ument g ives them sig nificant new 
streng th for an effort to block Reag an is, however, seriously 
q uestionable.

JEFFERSON CITY - The 1968 sp^ial leg islaUve 
session will convene in early or mid-January , but 
preparations for appropriations req uests has already 
beg un. 
Only four state ag encies have not submitted their 
1968 -69 budg ets. State Auditor Haskell Holman has 
been ill and the other three are new ag encies—the 
Department of Community Affairs and its technical 
services unit and the Division of Tourism. 
Ex ecutive hearing s on all budg et req uests are 
ex pected to beg in in eally November, with 
recommendations from the g overnor following 
shortly thereafter. 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes describes 1968 as a “tig ht 
y ear” if the state is g oing to make it by without a tax 
increase. 
But State Revenue Director Thomas A. David is 
more optimistic. With the implementation of the 
Revenue Department’s new Compliance Division—a 
part 
of 
Hearnes’ 
g overnment 
reorg anization 
plan—he feels that no tax increase will be needed 
under current state spending levels. 
Hearnes does not sug g est that a''tax increase will 
be soug ht, but emphasizes that all state ag erx iies and 
prog rams will have to operate within anticipated 
revenue. 
David feels state’s new Compliance Division may 
provide additional revenue for some prog rams and 
ex pected averag e g rowth which has not been 
available in the past. 
By 
stricter 
enforcement 
of 
state 
revenue 
collection, the division ex pects to bring in an 
additional $6 million in sales tax es, David said last 
week. He also ex pects several millions of dollars 
more to be collected under income tax es, motor 
fuels tax es and other revenue sources by improving 
auditing 
and 
collections 
sy stems 
under 
the 
reorg anized division. 
The $6 million fig ure was ba.sed on a study of 
states which had instituted improved auditing 
sy stems and the additional revenues which were 
recovered, according to Georg e Burrus director of 
the Corripliance Division. 
To 
bring 
about 
more 
efficient 
collection 
procedures, Burrus said the division has been 
divided into a Bureau of Field Operations and a 
Bureau of Audits. 
The state’s auditing function then has been broken 
down into six areas around the state with a district 
supervisor and a senior auditor directing 20 to 35 
auditors in each area. 
Before, more than 150 auditors were working 
under one supervisor in Jefferson City . The 
decentralization, 
Burrus 
said, 
improves 
local 
supervision of tax accounts. New computer sy stems 
also will allow individual checks of personal income 
tax statements. 
In addition, the division has instituted two^lay 
review classes for current field auditors and two- 
week classes for new auditors starting with the 
Department of Revenue. 
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Improvemenis m tax collection will not be able to 
meet the g rowing demands for ex panded capital 
improvement prog rams for state ag encies, or state 
aid to cities, and Gov. Hearnes knows these 
demands will not fit into anticipated revenues. 
The University of Missouri has req uested a capital 
improvements budg et which alone ex ceeds the $20 
million the g overnor ex pects to have available for all 
capital items in 1968 . 
May or A. J. Cervantes of St. Louis also has asked 
for a supplement to its police department 
budg et-but the g overnor replied that such a 
req uest would bring similar ones from other cities 
and the state cannot subsidize the police force of 
every city . 
Whatever the soluUon, state ag encies probably 
will have to live within restricted capital budeet 
limits for at least one more y ear. 
The y ear before an election is not the y ear to ask 
for a tax increase. But it appears the g overnor will 
be able to keep his promise not to seek an increase 
at any time during his first term

Subje c t of De a th 
Should Not Be Ta boo 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Since death is a part of life, it is important to help 
y our child understand and face it. When children are 
not aware that they are overheard, they often speak 
of death and try to work out ideas about it that 
satisfy them emotionally . How well they succeed 
depends upon reactions they have observed in their 
own families. If they become too worried, they will 
ask q uestions that indicate how well they have 
adjusted to the idea. 
A child who is only three will have learned that 
flowers fade and birds and insects die. When, by 
ex tension, he asks whether his parents will die, he is 
seeking reassurance rather than bare facts. It is a 
mistake to chang e the subject abruptly as thoug h it 
were taboo. Rather, y ou should tell him that all 
living thing s die but that he and his parents are 
pretty sure to be around for a long time. If the 
subject comes up ag ain, tell him that, even if both of 
his parents died, g randparents or other relatives he 
knows and loves will take care of him. 
When the q uestion is no long er theoretical and a 
close relatives dies, it is reassuring to a child to see 
that y ou are g rieving for the one who is g one. Grief 
is an honest emotion and he will know that it is one 
way of showing how much y ou care for him and all 
the loved ones who are still living . 
It is a g reat mistake to tell a child that his 
g randfather has g one on a long journey . He will 
sense thai this is not the whole truth and will form 
an emotional revulsion to words sug g esting any kina 
of trip—even one that mig ht be pleasant. 
If y ou tell a child that his favorite aunt is dead and 
he refuses to accept the fact, y ou should neither try 
to persuade him that he is wrong nor g o along with 
his fantasy . If, after three or four months, he is still 
insisting that she is alive and that he often talks with 
her or sees her, he may need [» y chiatric help. 
Finally , and hardest of all is what to tell a child 
who has a fatal illness. A study of 51 such children 
revealed that they were all worried. Members of the 
hospital staff, all trained to “protect” the child from 
worry about his disease, were instructed to g ive 
each child an honest answer to his q uestions. The 
spirits of all 51 were improved. It is easier to face 
the known than the unknown. 
If y ou can teach y our child in his pray ers to say , 
“If I die before I wake,” y ou can teach him that 
death, like every thing else in Ufe, can be met 
whenever it comes with serenitv.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
book industry is counting on a 
vigorous Christmas trade to 
telp record its 15th straight 
year of higher sales. The total 
by December 31 should be close 
to $2.5 billion. 
To achieve that goal, a good 
Christmas season is essential, 
and so all the “ coffee table non­ 
books,” the big, arty editions 
with artlessly big prices, have 
been laid on display counters 
with care. 
No matter that next spring 
these oversize volumes, shop­ 
worn and tattered, will be dras­ 
tically marked down or remain­ 
dered, that is, sold to wholesal­ 
ers. Their very presence now 
signals the start of the big 
Christmas book buying season. 
Elven to this point it has been 
a good year for publishing. It 
has its problems, perhaj», but 
they certainly aren’t in the sales 
department. They are mostly 
about 
prices, 
some 
sleazy 
worics, and with college students 
pirating volumes on office co­ 
piers. 
Nothing, however, seems to 
interfere with sales growth. 
Charts show an almost uninter­ 
rupted upward slant for the p^t 
M years, supported by growing 
population, federal aid, and a 
rising demand for knowledge. 
Few, if any, industries have 
had such a big, steady growth 
over so loi^ a time. 
A 
survey 
by 
Publishers’ 
Weekly indicates the trend will 
continue this year. Of more than 
100 key bookstores checked, 67 
per cent reported sales in-

creases for the third quarter, 
lending support to forecasts of a 
big final three months. 
One large bookseller reported 
in the survey that prices were 
artificially high “ to take advan­ 
tage of the library funds or to 
give discount houses the advan­ 
tage of saving their customers 
even more money.” 
The term “ library” refers 
here to federal aid to schools 
and libraries to assist them in 
stocking their shelve. For the 
first time ever, in fact, some li­ 
brarians are free of oppressive 
budget problems. 
There may be some truth in 
this réponse about prices, for a 
lot of $7.95 books will be offered 
by discounters this season for 
$6.95, and book clubs may make 
even bigger price cuts, especial­ 
ly for the most expensive works. 
There is confidence in the in­ 
dustry, however, that the pric­ 
ing problem is not likely to ex- 
tinquish the powerful demand 
that has thrust sales so high, 
nor that high prices will stop the 
almost inevitable increase in 
the number of works that ap­ 
pear each year. 
Last year, for the first time in 
history, the industry published 
more than 30,000 titles. This 
year, through September, the 
figures are even higher, with 
20,192 titles added, 4,900 of them 
new editions of old works. 
Although these figures seem 
huge, they still do not include a 
great number of works that sel­ 
dom get into the usual commer­ 
cial channels, such as 2,901 U.S. 
Government publications and 
14,813 university theses.

now being published and pur­ 
chased is socio-economics, re­ 
flecting the fact more people 
are going to school than ever 
before, and perhaps staying 
there longer also. 
Right behind socio-economics 
are 
juvenile;, 
fiction—more

year—science and religion, in 
that order. Travel books are far 
back but rising in number. 
Although these rising figures 
bring sniiles to most publishers, 
there is some persistent grum­ 
bling. This, said one publisher, 
“ is the industry that disdains 
success. If sighs that rising 
sales mean falling quality.” 
Christmas for publishers such 
as these will be sad indeed. The 
sighs will sound as the North 
wind.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
evaluation of the pound sterling 
signals another great “ Battle of 
Britain” and. as in previous 
military and economic wars, 
much of it will be*fought with 
the sweat and tears of its ordi­ 
nary citizens. 
As in other wars also, the bat­ 
tle might involve many nations 
before it is won. And time will 
be a formidable adversary; 
Britain must act very fast to 
capitalize on its currency deval­ 
uation. 
British workers are “ now on 
their mettle,” said Prime Minis­ 
ter Harold Wilson. They must 
make more goods to raise ex­ 
ports to earn money to pay their 
nation’s bills. And they must 
deny themselves the rewards of 
working harder. 
For six straight years Britain 
has been unable to send more 
goods abroad than it imported, 
meaning it was living b^ond its 
means This diluted the rela­ 
tive value of its currency. De­ 
valuation acknowledged this. 
This latest predicament of 
Britain deeply involves the Unit­ 
ed States, among maiy other 
nations. There are bound now to 
be suspicions that this country, 
which also has a balance of pay­ 
ments problem, might devalue 
the dollar. 
Such rumors will be termed 
ridiculous by monetary officials, 
but they are far from being ab­ 
surd. The economies of the 
world’s trading powers are like 
threads in a fabric; the value of 
their currencies is in relation to 
each other. 
Sunday’s boost in the Federal 
Reserve lending rate was recog­ 
nition of this fact; it was proof 
also that what effects the cur­ 
rency of one trading power— 
and Britain is the third most im­ 
portant—has immediate effects 
elsewhere.

This, then, is perha[B the 
most immediate effect of the 
British action, and it is a very 
important one, too, for after a 
delay of weeks or months it like­ 
ly will exert pressure on all oth­ 
er interest rates. 
SiKh an occurrence could cre­ 
ate a serious situation in the 
U.S. economy. The housing in­ 
dustry, for example, is now re­ 
covering from a money short­ 
age caused by higher interest 
rates elsewhere. Another short­ 
age would be intolerable. 
There is additional heat from 
Britain’s war that also may be 
felt here soon. Since Britain’s 
crisis results from an adverse 
balance of payments, there is 
likely to be more congressional 
pressure for the United States to 
lower its payments deficit. 


The two situations are not en­ 
tirely similar, for the United 
States does have a trade bal­ 
ance in its favor; that is, it 
ships more abroad than it im­ 
ports. But it spends heavily for 
foreign aid and for a war in 
Vietnam. 
A possible result also is that 
the United States might make 
more effective moves toward 
putting 
its entire economic 
house in order. This would 
mean more pressure than ever 
for a tax increase to help pay 
the government’s bills. 
There is another problem also 
for the United States in this de­ 
valuation, although it is being 
minimized 
in' official state­ 
ments. 
American 
companies 
now will find Britain a more for­ 
midable competitor and more 
critical buyer. 
British exporters, for exam­ 
ple, now will be able to sell their 
goods at a big discount. .This 
will spur British sales but it 


may do nothing to spur over-all 
demand; Britain’s gain will be 
at the expense of competing na­ 
tions.

Present Three Views 
On a Vietnam Victory

President Johnson is pictured 
as trying to persuade Ameri­ 
cans that they are gradually 
winning in Vietnam. The Com­ 
munist side is engaged at the* 
same time in spreading the idea 
that an American attempt to in­ 
sure victory would be dangerous 
to the world. 
The Russians, confronted with 
their own dilemmas in South­ 
east Asia, probably would settle 
for a long, drawn-out stalemate 
in the Vietnam war, so long as 
the standoff continued to drain 
U.S. resources without raising 
the danger of a Soviet-American 
showdown. They may calculate 
that events could get out of 
hand, at least from their point 
of view. 
E}ven if what Soviet propagan­ 
dists say is intended only to in­ 
troduce a red herring into the 
Southeast Asia situation, there 
is an ominous sound to it. The 
propaganda, notably that por­ 
tion of it directed to Southeast 
Asia, insists that the United 
States has a new “ escalation 
plan,’’ based upon the invasion 
of North Vietnam and extension 
of the war into the rest of Indo­ 
china. 
Radio Peace and Progress, 
Moscow’s propaganda voice for 
Asia, makes the claim that Gen. 
William C. Westmoreland, the 
American commander, visited 
Washington specifically to talk 
with President Johnson about a 
new plan to invade the North. 
“ It appears Gen. Westmore­ 
land wants to prove that it is in­ 
dispensable to outflank the posi­ 
tions of the Vietnamese patriots 
for a U.S. victory,” Moscow 
said. “ The new criminal plan

The question of widened war 
in Asia may depend upon the 
definition of “ victory.” If victo­ 
ry for the American side means 
capitulation and withdrawal of 
North Vietnam’s troops from 
the South, the Soviet Union will 
face the necessity of considerili 
what response it should make to 
uphold its claim to the leader­ 
ship of international commu­ 
nism. 
The United States is the lead­ 
ing power in today’s world. It is 
deeply committed by the ex­ 
penditure of blood and riches to 
the future of South Vietnam and 
Southeast Asia. Most advocates 
of a change in administration 
policy do not go so far as to de­ 
mand a precipitate U.S. with­ 
drawal such as the Communists 
seek. 
The Soviet Union too has in­ 
vested riches in the Vietnam 
war, though on a far lesser 
scale than the United States. It 
likely fears to have that invest­ 
ment go down the drain, as did 
the Soviet investment in the 
Arab cause in the Middle East. 
Fh“esident Johnson has spoken 
in terms of “ limited victory.” 
Neither the United States nor 
the Soviet Union seems to relish 
the prospect of an expanded 
war in Asia, though each is 
aware that events can make it 
inevitable. The mathematics of 
the global struggle thus can be 
so frightening as to suggest that 
each side may weigh the advisa­ 
bility of stopping short of a 
clear-cut defeat for the other.

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Armored 
Boots In 
Field Test 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Army soon will field test in Viet­ 
nam a new armored boot de­ 
signed to save infantrymen 
from crippling wounds inflicted 
by Communist land mines. 
Mines and booby traps have 
caused a higher proportion of 
American deaths and wounds in 
this war than in World War II 
and Korea. 
Some 800 pairs of a new 
blast-protective tropical combat 
boot will be sent for field evalu­ 
ation to Army and Marine 
troops in South Vietnam, 
Another 100 pairs will go to 
soldiers patrolling the truceline 
in Korea, where armed clashes 
with North Korean infiltrators 
occur from time to time. 
The boot, under development 
for the past four years at Army 
laboratories, 
incorporates 
a 
stainless steel wedge filled with 
.aluminum hon^ rcomb and cov­ 
ered on top with aluminum 
plate. 
The wedge protects the heel 
and the arch areas of the foot 
and has a V-shaped cross sec­ 
tion to deflect the blast upward 
and outward. 
The protective shank weighs 
only seven ounces. 
Research by Army experts 
also has led to development of 
an overboot which was found to 
increase the potential “ save” of 
the foot from 45 to 90 per cent. 
This overboot also guards the 
bony structure of the lower leg. 
According to the latest avail­ 
able statistics, mines and booby 
traps have accounted for about 
9 per cent of the combat deaths 
in Vietnam. This compares with 
a 3 per cent rate in World War 
II and 4 per cent in the Korean 
War. 
Nonfatal wounds attributable 
to hidden explosive devices 
have been running at the rate of 
about 13 per cent of all wounds 
suffered by U.S. troops in Viet­ 
nam. A comparable rate in both 
World War II and Korea was 4 
per cent. 
Army Kiientists and techni­ 
cians are also concentrating on 
improved body protection for 
American soldiers and Marines 
fighting in Vietnam’s jungles, 
mountains and swamplands. 
Under development is a bul­ 
let-proof body armor that will 
supplement the standard protec­ 
tive vest worn by infantrymen 
to shield against grenades and 
other fragmentation weapons. 
This armor will weigh from 19 
to 24 pounds. 
Lightweight felt body armor 
vests also are being tested and 
evaluated in Vietnam by sol­ 
diers of the 1st Infantry Divi­ 
sion. 
This 4 Vz-pound protector is in­ 
tended to be worn in place of 
what is now a standard 8Vz- 
pound antifragmentation protec­ 
tive vest. 
The Army’s laboratories at 
Natick, Mass., have come up 
with special body armor fash­ 
ioned to save helicopter pilots 
and crewmen from small arms 
fire aimed at them from the 
pound. Some 18,000 such armor 
items have already been sent to 
Southeast Asia. 
There are three types, aimed 
at protecting the torso, thighs 
and legs of helicopter crewmen 
who have been at the mercy of 
ground riflemen and machine 
gunners, particularly while hov­ 
ering low during the landing of 
troops or the picking up of 
wounded in a fire fight.

Chlorine 
Danger In 
Alabama 


NEWTON, Ala. (AP) - Bus­ 
loads of residents darted back 
to their homes for a few min­ 
utes Sunday night to grab cloth­ 
ing, keepsakes and pets under a 
threat of the escape of 100,000 
gallons of deadly chlorine gas. 
A state agent said officials 
lowered barricades briefly to 
send in four busloads, limited to 
one member of a household. 
He said more than 100 persons 
were allowed to brave the dan­ 
ger to bring out items essential 
for a second night away from 
home for nearly 3,000 persons 
who fled Saturday after a 49-car 
freight 
train 
derailed 
and 
caught fire. Two boys were re­ 
ported missing after the evacua­ 
tion. 
Skeet Pate, an Alabama De­ 
partment 
of 
Public 
Safety 
agent, said six tankers of am­ 
monia were burning near tank­ 
ers loaded with propane and a 
tanker of chlorine gas. 
He said the outer hull of the 
double-walled chlorine tanker 
was cracked. 
The fires were being con­ 
tained by civilian firefighters 
and units from nearby Ft. Ruck­ 
er, Pate said, but added that 
flames continued to erupt occa­ 
sionally throughout the rubble 
of the Seaboard Coast Line 
freight train. 
Pate said, “ They can’t tow 
that 
thing 
because 
there’s 
100,000 gallons of chlorine in 
there.” 
Pate said railroad workers 
might try to run a spur track to 
the tanker, running in another 
tanker to transfer the gas. 
“ They’re going to have to cra­ 
dle it to move it because there 
are valves underneath sticking 
in the dirt,” said Sgt. E. H. 
Jones of the Alabama highway 
patrol. Officials also were con­ 
sidering using a crane.

Cambodia 
Cong Site 
Discovered 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 
(AP) — The discovery of a Viet 
Cong camp site four miles in­ 
side Cambodia 
has angered 
Prince Norodom Sihariouk and 
raised doubts about his past de­ 
nials that Vietnamese (Commu­ 
nist forces were given sanc­ 
tuary in his country. 
Cambodia’s ruling prince re­ 
portedly regards the discovery 
by American newsmen as a fab­ 
rication and part of a campaign 
against him by the U.S. press. 
We found the Viet Cong camp, 
very recently used, on the bor­ 
der opposite War Zone C, about 
70 miles northwest of Saigon. It 
had 
been used for several 
months and was most probably 
a staging area for the Loc Ninh 
battle, only nine miles away, 
earlier this month. 
The outspoken prince, who 
contends the United States is 
the aggressor in Vietnam, re­ 
portedly told intimates our re­ 
ports were part of a campaign 
inspired by the U.S. Command 
in Saigon to justify military op­ 
erations against Cambodia. 
We informed Prime Minister 
Son Sann of the camp site be­ 
fore the stories were published. 
His initial reaction was cautious 
and he said he would make an 
official investigation. However, 
Prince Sihanouk reportedly ac­ 
cused us of hypocrisy, said our 
evidence was doubtful and ques­ 
tioned whether the camp site 
existed. 


Evidence of Viet Cong occu- 
pa.xiy found in the camp includ­ 
ed military records written in 
Vietnamese, North Vietnamese 
medical supplies and similar 
items. Dated scraps of paper in­ 
dicated the camp had been used 
for several months dating back 
to last February.

unmistakable 
signs that several hundred men, 
probably from a major head­ 
quarters command group, had 
used the camp. Occupants had 
left only a few days before. 
From the camp a heavily trav­

They select 
areas where they are unlikely to 
meet Cambodian soldiers, par­ 
ticularly the virtually uninhabit­ 
ed northeast where Cambodia, 
Laos and Vietnam come togeth­ 
er. Here the Ho Chi Minh trail 
from Laos joins the Sihanouk 
trail in Cambodia. In this deso­ 
late jungle area the border is 
not marked, and Cambodian 
troops stay away.

“I believ e that if we hav e the 
co u rage to stick it o u t to day ,’’ 
declared the v ice p residen t, “we 
may all be aliv e an d than k fu l 
to mo rro w that, wo rk in g with the 
n atio n s o f Asia, we bo u ght time 
—time, which is o ften the mo st 
p riceless item o n the shelf o f 
histo ry .’’ 
Hu mp hrey also defen ded the 
So u th Vietn amese army , which 
so me critics say has do n e little 
to help its o wn n atio n . 
He said the army is bein g re­ 
train ed an d has made imp o rtan t 
co n tribu tio n s, 
bu t 
ack n o wl­ 
edged, “it’s n o t what we’d lik e 
an d it’s n o t what they ’d lik e.’’ 
The v ice p residen t credited 
So u th Vietn amese u n its with 
win n in g three majo r battles 
n ear Saigo n an d with stav in g o ff 
.attemp ts to disru p t in au gu ral 
ceremo n ies last mo n th. 
Hu mp hrey said cap tu red Viet 
Co n g do cu men ts to ld o f p lan s to 
assassin ate “so me o f u s’’ du rin g 
the in au gu ral. Hu mp hrey rep re- 
'sen ted the Un ited States at the 
'Saigo n ceremo n ies. 
Wes Gallagher, gen eral man ­ 
ager o f The Asso ciated Press, 
• to ld the co n v en tio n Friday n ight 
that a tru e n ewsman sho u ld re­ 
main alo o f fro m co n tro v ersy , 
ev en tho u gh jo u rn alists are 
so metimes criticized. 
He co mp ared n ewsmen to the 
“lo n ely en d’’ u sed by the U.S. 
Military 
Academy ’s 
fo o tball 
team sev eral v ears ago . 


The Ru ssian s said the award 
“man ifests o u r co n v ictio n that 
the p arties an d the p eo p le o f o u r 
two co u n tries will co n tin u e co n ­ 
so lidatin g an d dev elo p in g o u r 
co o p eratio n in the stru ggle 
again st imp erialism, as well as 
in p eacefu l creativ e labo r.’’ The 
decree itself described Ho as a 
“stau n ch fighter fo r so cialism 
an d So v iet-Vietn amese frien d­ 
ship .’’ 
If Ho accep ted the award o n 
tho se terms, it co u ld be co n sid­ 
ered tan tamo u n t to an en do rse­ 
men t o f So v iet leadership o f in ­ 
tern atio n al co mmu n ism an d o f 
the So v iet co n ten tio n that u n ity 
o f the wo rld Co mmu n ist camp 
is, in these day s, a matter re­ 
q u irin g u rgen t atten tio n . 
Han o i q u ick ly an n o u n ced that 
Ho sen t a rep ly to the So v iet 
p arty ’s cen tral co mmittee, tell­ 
in g o f his “bo u n dless emo tio n ’’ 
o n learn in g o f the decree, bu t 
addin g that in the circu m- 
staix res o f the Vietn am war, 
“my min d wo u ld n o t be at rest 
sho u ld I accep t n o w the p articu ­ 
larly great ho n o r.’’ 
“Fo r this reaso n ,’’ said the 
message, “while than k in g y o u 
with all my heart, may I ask 
y o u to p o stp o n e the p resen tatio n 
o f that in fin itely high an d n o ble 
award u n til the day o u r p eo p le 
hav e driv en o ff the U.S. imp eri­ 
alist aggresso rs an d co mp letely 
liberated o u r fatherlan d. Then , 
o n behalf o f all my co mp atrio ts, 
I shall receiv e with ho n o r an d 
jo y the o rder bearin g the n ame 
o f the great Len in .’’ 
The flo rid p ro se so ften ed a re­ 
p ly which o therwise co u ld be 
co n sidered a sharp rebu ff. Ha­ 
n o i is n o t in a p o sitio n to affro n t 
Mo sco w, when ce co mes the bu lk 
o f No rth Vietn am’s eco n o mic 
an d military su p p o rt. Bu t Ho ’s 
big n eighbo r. Red Chin a, is 
lo o k in g o n an d lik ely wo u ld be 
irk ed sho u ld he accep t an award 
fro m tho se Pek in g cu rren tly 
calls “rev isio n ist ren egades an d 
scabs.’’ 
Pek in g co u ld v iew an award 
ex ten ded in the n ame o f “u n ity ” 
as su p p o rt fo r Mo sco w o f the n o ­ 
tio n that in tern atio n al co mmu ­ 
n ism mu st tak e step s to en d the 
sp lin terin g p ro cess in the mo v e­ 
men t p ro v ided by Red Chin a’s 
dissiden ce. 
What Pek in g thin k s o f tho se 
effo rts is abu n dan tly clear. Fo r 
day s the Chin ese hav e been de­ 
n o u n cin g So v iet effo rts to brin g 
abo u t 
a 
wo rld 
Co mmu n ist 
co n feren ce. They hav e accu sed 
the So v iet leadership o f u sin g 
the Bo lshev ik celebratio n as an 
ex cu se fo r callin g “an an ti-Co m- 
mu n ist, an ti-Chin a, an tip eo p le 
co u n terrev o lu tio n ary 
sin ister 
meetin g 
o f 
ren egades 
an d 
scabs” who se p u rp o se wo u ld be 
to co n demn Chin a as the sp litter 
o f the mo v emen t. 
Han o i dep en ds heav ily o n 
Mo sco w, bu t it dep en ds in man y 
resp ects o n Pek in g as well. The 
reactio n to the Mo sco w ho n o r 
su ggests it is hav in g a difficu lt 
time stay in g o n the fen ce.
